7. I list my bulbs in three sizes, Large, Medium,.. Small, indicated 
by the three letters, L,M,S. L-M~S-B means that bulblets are 
available. 

8. Explanation of the name and numbers which immediately follow the 
variety descriptions: 

(1) The name in parenthesis is that of the originator. 

(2) The first number, which always has three digits, denotes the 
classification of the variety as to size and color. For ex- 
planation see No. 5 below. 

(3) The second number designates the year in which the variety 
was introduced. 9 


(4) The third and last number indicates the number of days from 
date of planting reguired on the average for the bulbs to 
produce bloom. 

It should be pointed out that this number of days cannot be re- 
lied on because of the variable factors that have to do with 
growth of flowers. These number of days given for each variety 
is only an average, and is arrived at by making these calcul- 
ations when growing conditions are ideal. 


SIZE CLASSIFICATION 


(5) In order to understand the significance of the first number, re- 
ferred to in (2) above, here is a full explanation: This secs 
tells us the size of the flower, and its color. Let us look at the 
classification table: 

Glads are classified in five sizes as follows: 


Miniature - - -100 -- florets under 24” 
Sonu t Seay a 200 -— 23” through 3+” 
Medium - - - — 300 -- 34” through 4 3/8 
Garces. 6-6-9 400 -- 43” through 5 3/8 
Granta <P 500 -— 53” or larger 


For instance, the first variety shown in the alphabetical list, Abu 
Hassan is followed by the number 378. The 300 means it has a floret 
size from 34” through 4 3/8”. The 78 designates this variety as a deep, 
violet. Hence the numbers after the variety names tell the story of the 
size and color of the’ individual floret as grown under field conditions 
from large bulbs. 

Now if there had been an uneven digit, 1,3,5,7,9 in the place of the 
78" that would have meant that there was a conspicuous blotch of con- 
trasty color in the throat of the floret. That is to say, when the num 
ber ends in 1,3,5,7,9, instead of an even number like 2,4,6,8, etc. the 
variety has the blotched throat. In my classification of listed var- 
ieties which immediately follows this explanation, you will note this 
system.

CULTURAL DIRECTIONS: Peonies are not persnickety about soil or location. 
I have seen them bloom beautifully on the north side of high buildings. 
They prefer open sun,and not too close to buildings, or heavy plantings 
that rob the soil of moisture. There is one important point to observe, 
that there should not be more than 2 inches of earth over the buds when 
planted. It is well to cover the newly planted root with some sort of 
mulch to prevent winter heaving during the first winter. It stimulates 
growth and flowering if they are fed with bone meal annually. Avoid 
poorly drained locations - they don’t like wet feet. 


DOUBLES 
Remember that all peonies in this listing are DOUBLES, unless otherwise 
specified. Those not DOUBLE are either JAPANESE, SINGLES, OR HYBRID. 
These types are always specifically stated in the descriptions. Remember, 
if none of these terms are stated, the variety is DOUBLE.
